And the Walls Went Up 

Standing in the midst of a drizzling rain, 
about ^0 members of the administrative staff, 
along with some friends of the college, watched 
in the earlv morning of April 23 as the first panel 
on Shelton State's new campus was lifted slowly 
into place. 

This construction method, which is called 
"tilt-up," allow s the walls to be built on the ground 
and then raised and put into place by a large 
crane. Each panel is 15 feet in width, two-stories 
in height and w eighs approximately 40 tons. (See 
sidebar on Tilt-Up Construction.) 

This first panel w as dedicated to the memory 

of H.l. James, the first president of Shelton State 

Technical College, and in honor of former State 

Board of Education member Victor Poole, and 

current board members. Sandra Rav and Ethel

Hall. Mrs. James accepted the honor for her hus¬ 
band.

"Tilt-Up" 


As Shelton undertakes one of the largest con¬ 
struction projects in the state, second only to the 
Mercedes-Benz site, an innovative construction 
method known as "tilt-up" is being utilized. 

The tilt-up method of construction is popu¬ 
lar around the country because it enables owners 
to construct buildings at a reasonable cost and in 
a very efficient time frame. This type of construc¬ 
tion is now being introduced to large projects in 
Alabama. 

According to John Fischer, Vice President of 
David Volkert & Associates, Inc., of Mobile, Ala¬ 
bama, and Architectural Principal In Charge for the 
project, the tilt-up walls are "one of the most excit¬ 
ing things" about the project. Nearly 100 of these 
23-ton panels are now in place, approximately half 
the number which will be erected. 

"From the information available, Shelton State 
is the first college to use "tilt-up" construction for a 
totally new campus, and only the second educa¬ 
tional institution to use the procedure in the coun¬ 
try," Fischer said. 

"We've made some innovations by apply¬ 
ing decorative pre-cast pieces, brick veneer and 
granite finishes to the tilt-up in order to impart 
classical and traditional architectural details to 
the exterior facade of the building. We looked 
at some of the classic, old buildings in Tusca¬ 
loosa and then worked to impart some of these 
details and characteristics to this new building," 
Fischer said.
